But how the warres and other difficulties haue for- 
merly hindred this meeting, his Imperiall Maieſtie

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Princes Ele&ors. And for that'the EleQors and * 
Princes haue vpon the forclaid Summons aſlcm- 
bled here ar this tife, his Maieſtie'rerurnes 'them 
all moſt harcie thankes, for their prompt obedience 
herein ſhoawne vnto Ceſar. Re 

To come to the for which -uhiz preſene 
Dietis aſſembled : his Maieftteholds it not neceſſa 
rie to rip vp the occaſions, wbich-haue brought the 
Empire inco this diſtreſſe; for none here can bei 
norant, of the diuers aſſemblies of the Princes and 
Srates of the Ermpire, made in the reignes of Rodol- 

phasand Mathias our predeceſſors ; all which, and 

the conſtirutions of them, haue to the great ſcan- 
dall ofthe Empire,& the hinderance of theordina- 
rie Procelſle of luttice in the Imperiall Chamber of 
Spyers, beene diſobeied and negieed. 

In which calamitie of the Empire, divers turbu. 
lent Spirits, ſometimes vnder colour of Religion, 
and ſometimes vpon other pretexts, haue ſo tarre 
incerpoſed themſclues, char the rumulruous Sub» 
ies of other Princes haue becne raken into Prore- 
ion & Leagues made with forem States: To make 
good which, Protetitations and Traniaftions haue 
beene paſted, and warlike preparations made, not 
withour the great conternpt of the Xmas Empire. 

And after thoſe croubles of Boberia ( long in 
plotting ) had broken our in the yecre 1648. Of 
which,the Count Palatzne (pretending (till, Thathe 

would haue nothing to doe in that butmeſle, with 
the Roman Emperor,but with the Archduke of 4w- 
ftria only ) hath ſhowne himſelfe che chiete prote- 
or z their Seconds alſo were ſoftrongly drawn in, 

thar 
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his Imperiall Maiefties SubieRts of Hungerie, 
did after the Bohemian example, ele the Prince of 
Tran/luaniato betheir King alſo z which ewo as, 
haue been the occaſions ofthe warres euen brought 
home vnto vs in our owne Auſfria, and in fight of 
our [mperiall Citie of Yenna. 

Wuhereupon certaine ofthe EleAors and Princes 
of the Empire, perceiuing their Lord in danger of 
loling his Kingdomes of Bobemia and Hwngary,&c. 
had ia March laſt i620, in their meeting at Mel- 
hauſenin Duringen, relolued the Emperourthas he 
mightrake any lawful courſe to recouer his Eſtates 
( as their ioint Letters dated the 20 of that March 
can ſti/]-reftifie ) yer neuertheletle did his Maieſtie 
herin follow-their aduice alſo,that he firſt wrote his 
Letters ſeueral'y vnto them, exhorting them all co 
gcliit from medling with any thing that was his 
Maiefties preſent and due poſlefhon. 

| Buthow little theſe exhortations and threatnings 
allo, cuerie where in the Imperiall Proclamations 
dared April 20, 1620. afhxed, haue preuailed, you 
well perceiue, for the warres nor only after this en- 
creaſed, burthe Tarke hath alſo ( by the mediation 
of Beil-lem Gabox ) beene ſollicited for his aid and 
atbiſtance. 

- Seeing therefore that the Rowan Emperour for 
his owne ſatetie could itay no longer, nor doe no 
leſſe; he hath ar laſt by the aid and valour of thoſe 
Princes who approued of the Conftications of the 
Diet of Mwlhauſen aforeſaid, and principally of the 
EleQor of Saxony, the Houſe of Barganay, and the 
Duke of 84uar14,not only recovered his owne pal- 
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ſeffions of Bobemia,&ecbur fer che recompenſation 
alſo of the great charges of the warres,ſcaſed vpon 
the greater part of both the 7 alatimates. 

For which great atchiuements, obtained by the 
aidof the Princes aforeſaid,his Imperiall Maicſtie, 
in his owne Name, and in the Name of the whole 
Illuftrious Houſe of A#ftria, returnes them moſt 
heartie and condigne thankes ; with promiſe, that 
his Maieſtie is likewiſe as readie to requite their * 
loues, eucn with the cxpence of his lite and for- | 

And ſceing after theſe viories, the warres had | 
not (as it was hoped that they would) a finallend 

| his Maieſtie was enforced to ſer out the Imperiall 
Ban, againſt Frederick the Count Palatzye, and the 
reſt of his partakers. 

And although the Vnion of the Proteſ/ant Prin- 
ces, which was at firſt contriued _ of Heidle- 
bergh, was about the ſame time diſlolued, and the 
Palatine thereby left to himſelfe ; whereupon fol- 
lowed the mediation of other Princes for a perfe&t 
peace and reconciliation; yet did not he thereupon 
lay downe Armes; but Mansfield(till kept the fron- 
tiers of Bohemia, and John George the Elder ( who 
writes him Marqueſſe of Brandenburg,and who for | 
aberting and ayding the Palatine, was allo profcri- | 
bed with him) ceaſed not to infeſt thoſe of S-lefiz, | 
and to detainc ſomeplaces in Bobemiaallo ; the Pa- 
latine inthe meanetime making into Holland, from 

thence to returne to the warres againe with greater 
carneſtneſſe. 

For which reaſon therefore, hath his Maicſtie 

proceeded

| in this courſe of ſealing vpon the Inhe- 
m—_— Dignities of the Palatipe, that ſo the 
head of the Faftion _ diſabled,he mighereigne 
thenceforth more ſecurely, and get in alſo his mo- 
neys and charges, disburſed vpon the wars againſt 
him. But to all cheſe courſes,did the Palatine afore- 
ſaid mainly oppoſe his whole power, both by him- 
ſelfe, and his great Captaines Mansfield, Brunſwick, 
and Darlach; by whoſe Armies divers Biſhopricks, 
and Countreys, about Strasburgh, Spyres, and Alſa- 
$i4,eſpecially were infeſted ; andin the Archbitho- 
prick of Men:z,and other places alſo,in the Circles 
of Weſtphalia, the Rhyne, and the Zandtgrauiate of 
Darmſtaat ;, wherein they ſo long proceeded, euen 
vntill they were finally beaten out,and vtterly van- 
* quilhed. 

But how much his [mperiall Maieſtie hath euer 
dc lired to reſtore ([weet peace to his deare country; 
the Embaſſies for ſuch a treatie, diſpatchr vnto 
the meeting of 3Bruſ/els,and vnto the King of Exg- 


Lend, may iufficiently witnefle. Which how much 


the more he vrged, by offering a preſent Ceſlation 
of Armes ; ſo much the further off were his ene- 
mies from giving ouer; but giuing out. rather, that 
it was t0-No purpole now.,to talke of a Submifion, 
ſeeing they were in hand to. gather vp a braue 
Armie. | 

To put an end therefore to: theſe troubles, his 
Maieſtie hath once againe (as a foueraigne remedie 
for all) conuokt this Dier, twice before pur off. 
And leeing that he could nat imagines, thar there 


was any man in the Empire ſo vniult,,w ho hadthe 
boidneſle 
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boldneſſe to mediate the reſticution of the proſcri- 
bed Palatize, into the EleRorall Colledge ( who 
could not bur remember the lofles he had receiued 
by thoſe that had taken part againſt him ) he could 
doeno leſſe then to difpole of the Eletorare, now 
Isre deuolued vato him as Emperour ; That 
ſo he might both be diſcharged of his word, and 
alſo fill vp the number of the EleAors againe; all 
which he hadalreadie ( excepting only the Inueſti- 
cure, which he purpoſed to finiſh alſo atthis Diet) 
beſtowed vpon the Duke of Bawar/s, in reward of 
his great good ſeruices,and many viRories, pertor- 
ws, and obtraincd with the expence of his treaſure, 
and the hazard of his blood, for him(the Emperor) 
againſt his owne Nephew, the ſometimes Elefor 
Palatine, in Bobemia, and by the Riuers of Rhyme, 
Neckar and Mayne. And for that his Highneſle ( he 
knew ) beinga Prince of ſingular wiſdome, would 
be ſtill tudious of the good of the Empire; And ſo 
much the Elefors and Princes of both Religions 
might perſwade themſelues of him, that he would 
labour by all meanes to maintaine the Edits, made 
for the free exerciſe of Religion. 

Wherefore his Imperiall Maicſtie moſt graci- 
ouſly _—_— of this 1lluſtrious preſence of Ele- 
Rors and Princes,as thoſe thatare of his Maieſties 
Priuie Councell ; that they would pleaſe freely to 
giue their opinious , namely, how the Empire 
(which is the maine of the bulineſſe) may hereafter 
be beſt gouerned,and new commotions preuented 
or repreſſed, and the moſt wilhed-for peace vniuer- 
ally reſtored, |

, it ſhall appeare vnto this Illuftrious 
ot EleRors and Princes, what hath beene 
done in the Kingdomeof Hungary with the Prince 
of Tren/jluan'a ; and how heartily his Imperiall 
Maieſtic hath euer endeuoured,that by haſtning on 
a Peace, thoſe places, which by reaſon of the ill 
neighbour-hood of the Tirke, ſeemed moſt expo- 
ſed to danger, Might be boys late from the feare of 
an Inuaſion : thoſe often Embaſſies of his ſent to 
Presburg , and the long treatic had with the French 
Ambaſladours in his owne Court of Yzexna,about 
that only bulineſle, can ſufficiently witneſle. Bur 
at length all controuerſies depending betweene his 
__—_ Maieſtie: and Bechlew Gabor being redy- 
ced to ſome termes of a faire compoſition ; and by 
the treatic held at Niclasbargh firſt, and by the Diet 
of the States of Hungary ( which continued from 

» Maytill Auguſt afterwards) a finall peace bein 
concluded ; the Zowan Empire was both delivered 
from the preſent danger, and re-eſtatedin her fore 
mer aillicie. It cannot be vnknowne vnto this 
 1llaftrious Preſence of Ele&ors and Princes, how 
their ncuer enough commended Anceſtors, haue 
beene ſtill molt carefull, both in times of war and 
keepe the bulwarkes and caftles which are 
the Fronners of the Chriſtian world,in good re- 
ire, well manned, fortified and ided: which 
For his Maieſtie alone to doe , after his great ex- 
pences, and ſpoiling of his countries is moſt im- 
pofſible.Noris any here ignorant,that the laſt Em- 
perours his Maieſties P eceflors, haue not ſince 
the yeare 1603. receiued any ſuch Subſidies, as 
might defray ſuch a charge. All which points this 
Illuſtrious preſence of om and Topo 
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do well ro conſider of and giue their aduices there- 
upor; and inthe meane time, vntill there may be 
2 generall Parliament of the whole Empire called, 
to grant his Maieſtic fo ſafficient a Sublidie , thar 
the Fortreſſes aforeſaid ( which ic concernes the 
Empire ſo much to keepe vp) may noteither for 

want, or dehay, be expoſed to further danger. 
Thirdly, ſeeing that as it is moſt manifett,thatthe 
Srares of Helland, after the end of the laft Truce, 
hauerefamed Armes againſt the Houſe of Bargan- 
die, cheir narurall Lords, which they proſecute to 
the vtmoſt of their power ; fauouring alſo and en- 
rertaining the openenemies of his Imperiall Ma- 
ieftic ; and deviſing by all meanes, how to lay hold 
ypon any occaſion of remouingthe field of warre, 
out of rheir owne countrey into the heart of the 
Empire; hauing already there made themſclues 
Matters of ſome places. Which proceedings of the 
faid Stares,rhis alfo hath much aduanced;that they 
hane hr the greater part of the States of the 
lower Weſtphalia Circle, within contribution ; and . 
thatrthey haue not long ſince, neere the city of Box - 
aboue Cufen, raifed the moſt ſtrong Fort of Papen- 
witz ; by which they cannow command all that 
Reachot cheRiuerof Rhymes in ſo mach thar the 
neighbouring Eleftors and States of the Empire 
(whom it moſt neerely concerned) haue beene en- 
forced to perition his Imperiall Miieftic for reliefe 
in chefe difficulries. Wherefore, that this ſo immi- 
nent adanger, whereunto from this Fort, the Ele» 
Qors of the 2hyne Citcle, and that ancient citie 
eſpecially, (which it fomuch concernes the Em- 
re to make good) lie ſo open, may be prenented ; 

ts Imperial Maieſtic requires this whole [lluſtri-

ous Preſence of EleRors, Princes and Ambaſſa- 
dours, to giue their aduices. 

Fourthly , it is vaknowne to none here, with 
-whatcarneltneſle the grieuances of the Cities and 
States of either partie, haue for theſe many yeeres, 
---and in the yeare 1 620. eſpecially, inthe laſtaſſem- 
blies, beene vrged ; and what meetings alſo and 
Ambaſhes, haue for theſe quarrels purpoſely been 
ſpent; and what writings alſo, and luridicall adui- 
ces followed thereupon. Wherefore his [Imperiall 
Maieſty moſt earneltly requires of all the Ele&ors 
and Princes, to deliver their Aduices in this cauſe, 


how farre (namely) the i may proceed to 


determine them, withour preiudice of his Imperi- 
all Authoritie, or infringing ot the Iuriſdition and 
ſacred Imperiall Conſtitutions. - 

Fittly, ſeeing bis Imperiall Maieſtic hath vnder- 
ſtood, thar by reaſon of the daily Reuiewes inter- 
poſed in the Imperiall Chamber of Spyers, the 
courle of Juſtice hath beene quite hindred ; healſo 
deſires the Aduices of the Ele&ors and Princes, 
how this euil may hence-forth at the next aſfembly 
_þeremedicd, and Iuftice fully reſtored. 

Sixtly, ſecing eucry man daily tceles to h:s coſt, 
the great miſchicfe which hath hapned in the Eme 
pire by the minting of bad moneyes, whereupon 
hath followed the raiſe of commodities toan ouer 
dearerate: His Imperiall Maicftie deſires this 1u- 
ſtrious Preſence of Ele&ors and Princes,to deliuer 
their Advices, how this miſchiete may for a while 
be remedied, vntilla generall Parliament may op- 
portunely be called. | 

And euen as his Imperial Maieſty perſwades 
himſclfe, that hee hath in theſe propoſitions, tou-

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ched the maine ofthe bufineſle, which is to be con- 
ſulred vpon in this following Dec. Soalſo, ifvpon 
the Ele&ors and Princes informations, any thing 
elſe ſhall be thought fic co be enquired of, his Ma- 
ieſtic deſires to diſcullc that allo with them ; thar 
fo, ſwezr peace, loue, and amitie may be reſtored, 
and re-eſtabliihed amongſt the Electors, Princes, 
and States of the Sacred Empire. 

Finally, his Imperiall Mateſtie aſſures this Tllu- 
trious Preſence of Ele&ors and Princes, and the 
Ambailadours of thoſe that are'abſent,of his Roy- 
all Grace and fauour.

To three of which Propoſitions of the Empe- 
rours, the Ele&ors, Princes, and Ambaſladours, 
thirceene daies after, that is, vpon the twentieth of 
Ianuary, vpon mature conſuſtation, gaue in their 
ſeuerall Aduices, as here next followeth. 

Ourdurie icis (moſt gratious Lord and C 2/ar} 
to give your Maieftie moſt heartie thankes for that 
franck profelſon of your fatherly care ofthe good 
and quiet of the Empire ; humbly deliring your 
Imperiall Maieſtie, (in theſe troubleſome times 
eſpecially) to perſeuere in that gracious reſolu- 
t0n, 

We haue well vnderſtood by the late Propoſi- 
tions, the reaſons alledged by your Maieltic, for 
iuftification of your proceedings in profcribing 
the Prince Palatzne, and depriving him ot his Ele- 
Rorall dignitie, with your intention alſo to con- 
ferre it vpon his Highnelle, the Duke of Bawaris:

and that vpon this buſineſle, and vpon the meanes 
withall co reſtore agenerall and a firme peace, how 
earneſtly your Maieſty hath deſired vs to deliuer 
vp our free Aduices,both which we are here at this 
preſent (vnder your Maiefties gracious corretion) 
readieto doe. After which, partof them ſpake as 
followeth. 

Confideringthe weight and importance of ſuch 
a bulineſle, we thought it ficter to deferre this deli- 
beracion,vncil the comming of the Dukes of Brun/= 
wich and Pomeren vnto the Diet: yer conlidering 
it might happen to proue bur loſle: of time, ro cx- 
pet choſe of whoſe comming we are nat certaine : 
we now deliring his Maiefty once againe to ſolicite 
the comming ot the Dukes aforeſaid, haue in the 
_ time thought vpon what we ſhould now de- 

r VP. 

Although your Imperiall Maieſtie may ſuffici- 
ently ſeeme to haue had cauſe enough to haue pub» 
liſhed the Ban again the Prince Palatine; yer are 
wee of the opinion , that in this particular cauſe, 
which ſo nearely concerned the diſpoling of an E- 
kRorate ofthe Empire, and fo principall a perſon 
too, of the EleAorall Colledge ; the ſudden doing 
of which might occaſion ſuch great and redious 
wars, and dangerous ruines inthe Rowaxe Empire: 
that Ceſar ſhould not ot himſelte haue proceeded 
fo rigorouſly, nor without the aduice and conſenc 
of all the re(t of the EleXors, according as it is a- 

ren vpon, in the Capiculation Royall, whichis 
' holden far a fundamental law of the Empire. 
Which. courſe of Ceſars, cuen for the manner of 
proceeding in it, was exceedingly diltalted by di- 

| B 3. uers, 
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ners, ſceing that the moſt doubted not to profeſle, 
- how that the Prince Palative having never beene 
ſufficiently and publikely fammoned, but vncited 
and vnheard, without all knowledge of his cauſe, 
and contrary toall ordinary courle and preſidents 
of Law, had beene condemned, and againſt all 
equitie oppreſſed by the publication of that Impe- 
fat Ban. Wepurpolſe not to call the power Impe- 
riall intoqueſtion, yet can we but remember your 
Maieſtie of that promiſe made in your Capitulati- 
on vnto the Eleors, and humbly wee admoniſh 
Ceſar to ſtand vnto his owne word, and not to in- 
cermit the performance of it. 

As for the diſpoſing of the EleAorate,we delire 
nothing more,then that we had the power tograti- 
fie Czſar,with our ſuffrages, but perceiving ſu ma- 
ny and fo great difficulties in ir, we cannot bur ad- 
monilh your Maieltic ofthe danger ofie.; T his be- 
ing the opinion of our Elefors, that ſeeing your 
Maielty hath graciouſly called this Dict for there- 
ſtoring of peace in the Empire ; that ic were alroge- 


.ther neceſlarie,firſt of all toremouethe obſtacles of 


peace. And ſeeing thatall theſtirs began in Bohe- 
##ia,Czlar ſhould doe well co labour firſt of all for 
chequietting of that Kingdome, and command a 
ftay to be made of the ſeuere Reformation and fre- 
quent Executions there; that ſothe hearts of the 
Subiedts being ouercome with grace and mercie, 
might be ſweetly reconciled, and all feare and di- 
ſtruſt ( from which, little good will comes from the 
people toward their Gouernour) might be vtterly 
taken away: which thing vnleſſe it betimely vnder- 
taken,we ſee no hope either how your Maicſtie can

fie ſure the Imperiall Throne,ortiow the Efe- 
Rorsand Princes can be freed of their feates;chere 
being moſt euidenc danger, tharthe Bobemieus and 
others being made deſperat by the extremitie of 
their ſufferings, will cake hold vpon any occaſion 
to begin new troubles,and to inuohue the Emperor 
and the Empire, with new dangers. All the Zathe- 
ras States of the Empire likewiſe, which follow the 
Auguſtine Conteſſron, haue their eyes vpon this Bo- 
bemian Retormation, which though it were giuen 


out to be fora priuare Tuſtice,yer is it ſo linckt with 


the publike cauſe ; that valeſſe it be ſpeedily ended, 
andthe two Churches ar Praye ( granted by Roxol- 
phas the ſecond, notin fauour of ſome priuate men 
alone,but of Chri/tian Ele&or of Saxony and which 
had continued freevntilche 2 4.0f Oftober the laſt 
yeare) were againe opened, and the free exerciſe of 
Religion generally permitted; we ſee no ſure peace 
likely to be in the Empire, bur vrter ruine rather, 
and finall deſolationmay cuery day be feared: See- 
ing that ic was moſt apparently knowne, how that 
it was notthoſethar profeſſed the Reformed Reli- 
gion,who begun theſe troubles;burthe Noblemen 
and great Officers, whoſe defignesthe other were 
compelled to obey. There ſhould therefore be ob- 
ſerued an <qualirie in puniſhments, but much ber- 
 terit wereto refolue vpon agenerall pardon,apd a 
forgetting of former - treſpaſſes throughout the 
Kingdome of Bohemsa, | 
And as forthe Prince Palatire; likewiſe feeing he 
was alreadie ſufficiently puniſhed, it were far more 
commendable in your Maieftie,tharnow artaft'vp- 
on his ſubmilſon, you would be pteaſed _— 
m 
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him to his lands and dignities 3 conſidering, that 
if proceſle be executed according to the extreame 
rigour of Law, it could neuer poſhibly bee, rhar 
ſo long as he liued and had any prerence at all, that 
ever there ſhould be any peace, but perpetuall ats 
of hoſtily rather, in the Koman Empire. 

Touching the point likewiſe of the transferring 
of the Eleorate,this one maine thing were fit tobe 
conſidered of, v3. whither, the Prince Palatine be- 


ing in his owne perſon vtterly excluded, that his 


children,who by the prouidence of their Anceſtors, 
had before this AR of their Father /us adgui/itumy, 
an hereditarie right vnto the EleQorate, or thatthe 
Brother of the Prince Palatine, who hath no way 
offended your Maieſtie,nor by reaſon of his mino« 
ritie could not; or other of the kinred of the Prince 
Palatine,ſhould be,or oughtto beinthis caſe negle- 


Red:which proceeding would be but hardly taken 


of other EleAorsand Princes,and occaſion various 
diſiruſts betweene the head and the members. The 
Princes moreouer allied vato the Prince Palatine, 
who had vpon confidence of Czſars clemencie bin 
quiet hitherto,now perceiuing all on of the reſto» 
ring of thatdignitie vnto their Family vtterly taken 
_ _ needs haue ——_ vnto Armes, and 
engcuor the recouenie of it,by maine force. Againe, 
if Czſar ſhould die, this controuerlie being not 
compounded, it might wel be feared,that many in- 
 conueniences would fall out, contrarie to Czſars 

defire, Czſar now indeed ypon the aduantage of 
his victories had the Law in his owne hand, bur if 
fortune ſhouldturne;he were not ſureto bring it to 
ſuch a paile as he deſired.

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Vpon which Conſiderations, wee. hold ir more 
wiſedome, to aduiſe Czſar not to proceed too ſud- 
denly,; and hold it muck betrer for him to acceptra- 
ther ofthe interceſſion of other EleQors & Princes, 
as in ſuch caſes hath heretofore beene done. Conſi- 
dering withall, that the Prince Palatine was as then 
but yong, and had 097 ma" by ill counſell, and 
was no wayes the aurtior of thoſe ftirres in Bohemia, 
all bcing in an vprore before his comming amongſt 
them. And that other offenders had likewiſe obrai- 
ned Ceſars grace and pardon: which if it would 
pleaſe his Mateſty to grant vnto the Prince Palatine, 
he ſhould erernally oblige the whole EleRoral Col 
ledge, and all the Kings and Princes any way of kin 
or allyed vnto him, and the Prince himſelfe and all 
his poſterity,ſo ofc as they remembred this their ex- 
ile, would be aduiſcd how they againe embroyled 
themſelues in ſuch buſineſſes. Whereas otherwiſe 
ifhe ſaw the doore of mercy quite ſhur, and nothing 
left him but his life, it might be feared, leſt he ſhould 
for his laſt refuge, apply himſelfe varo ſome ſuch 
courſes, as would occaſion farre greater troubles in 
the Romane Empirie, Ceſar therefore ſhould doe 
farre righter, if for his ewne honor,and the good of 
the Empire, he would preferre mercy before ſeucri- 
ty, and not purſue theſe extremicies. 

To allthis did the Catholike Princes anſwer:C- 
far hath ſhowne cauſes my which he had to de- 
priue the P«/4:ine. And was himſelte reſolued, that 
the Palatinate was now diſlolued vnto him, which 
be might diſpoſe of without hauing regard vntothe 
Palatines children or kinſmen, according to his own 
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pleaſure.His Maiefty could not wel hold any termes 
of awitic with him, alchough he were reſtored : and 
this impunitic would giue occaſion vnto others to 
offend, As for matter of puniſhment, there ſhould 
be no difference betweene the Emperor and the Pa. 
latine, ſeeing that his Maicſties Lands and Domini- 
ons were no lcfſe waſted then the others. And yet 
was there great difference in the cauſe of ir, ſeeing 
chat this fel] out to Ceſar without his demerit ; And 
the Palatine did the other, hauing noneceſlity todo 
it, Hee had refuſed mercy, not acknowledged his 
fault, nor ſought for any fauour. Ic is an vnequall 
requeſt for Czſarto accept of any Reconciliation, 
ſecing that his Generall Mansfield hath nor yer laid 
downe Armes, by which his Maſter ſhewes, that hee 
had rather proſecute his cauſe by way of Armes, 
then to defire mercy. The ſafety of the Empire con- 
ſits in the filling vp of the Eleorall Colledge, for 
which caule Ceſar had done very well in a ſpeedy re- 
ſoluing vpon it, ſecing that other Emperours had in 
the like cauſes done the ſame before. 

To which the other party preſently anſwered; 
That for che ſecurity of the Imperiall dignitie, and 
the ſafety of the Empire there was no queſtion to be 
made of it, bur that it conſiſted in the concord of the 
EleQorall Colledge with the Emperor. For the pre- 
{cruation whereof all diligence was to be vſcd, left 
vpon any diſſcation there ſhould ariſe a diuifion in 
that Colledge, which might now be preuented by a 
timely filling vp of it. The Prince Palatine hath you 
lay done amiſle, But yer if Ceſar ſhall lil vſc rigor, 
the Princes ofthe Lower Saxony are of opinion, thar 
; there 
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there can be no peace eſtablifhcd inthe Empire:the 

ood of which being moſt worthy to be preferred 

efore all other reſpes, Ceſar ſhould doe nobly to 
ſuffer himſelte to be entreared, thar out of his owne 
innate magnanimity he would nor overcome him- 
ſelfe,and change rigor into clemency,by conſentin 
to haue the Prince Palatine reconciled vnto him od 
| make the Empire by that means glad with a deſired 
peace: otherwiſe there was an appearance of greater 
danger init, that the end might proue farre worſe 
then the beginning, and new flames werelikely to 
burſt forth in thoſeplaces which God had hitherto 
preſcrued from burning. Ceſar had now by the aide 
of the EleQtors and Princes, recouered his loſt Pro. 
uinces, wanting nothing but thz confirmation and 
quiet poſſcſſon of them; which this deſired recon- 
ciliation was the beſt meanes to cffe&. The fortune 
of warre is alwayes doubtful, and the victory ſo long 
vncertaine, as the aduerſe party hath power to re- 
enforce his Armes. And for the renewing ofthis 
warre, there was yet a fayre pretence left; for that in 
the beſtowing of the EleRorate,the Prince Palatines 
Sons,Brother,andKinſmen had binnegleQed. And 
with theſe principles are the minds of the Princes of 
the Lower Saxony poſſeſſed already. The King of 
Great Britaine befides couldnot but rake it ill, that he 
ſhould now ſee all his pious endeuours rake Ing 
cffe@, and his only deare Daughter and Grandchil- 
dren ſtill left in exile. The Kinſmen alſo and alliance 
of the PrincePalatine,might eagerly apprehend rhis 
negleR of them, to be a great affront, and done in 


diſgrace of them. 
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And as for the manner of this reconciliation,there 
might be a particular Treaty aod Conſultation ap- 
inted for it, wherein Ceſars ——_—_— Impe- 
riall bcing reſerued, all parties might neuertheleſſe” 
receiue ſatisfation , and the Empire once againe 
flouriſh with peace. 

Furthermore, ſceing that the EleQtor of Saxony 
had taken that miſerable bufineſſe of the alteration 
of Religion in Bohemia, to concerne the publike 
cauſe, whereupon ſo many gricuances and commo- 
tions may follow; we inftantly deſire your Impernall 
Maicfly to finde a remedy for theſe maladies, which 
elſe will breed no good blood, bur heart-burnings 
rather and diſttuſts, in the EleQorall Colledge ir 
ſclfe. | 

Aegaine, ſecing thatas ir ares by the diuers 
Sr. 1a Som and hs of = a> EleQors 
and Princes, there had as yer beene nothing done 
for the relicuing of the ſundry gricuances and im- 
poſitions of diuers of the free Cities, we rhought fir 
to admonifh Cefr of this,that order might be taken 
forthem. 

All theſe Conſultaes diſcuſſed amongft vs in this 
EleQorall Seſſion, wee haue thought fit to preſene 
ynt9 your Imperial] Maiefty,that out of your owne 
wiſedome = might determine further of them. Itis 
eur humble requeſt therefore, that theſe things be- 
+ vpen, this Dyet may be ended, and 

Empire freed out of all perill, way from hence- 
 berthenioy her moſt defired tranquilry, — 
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To which Aduice of the EleHors and Princes, the 
Emperor vpon the 6. of February following ad. 
royned this Replica. 


VWVE* take it thankfully that you have taken 
pains,in conſulting vpon our Propoſirions; 
and promiſe to be wanting in no one thing, thar 
may aduance the peace and preſeruation of the Em. 
pire. We haue in the meane time difpatchr our Lee- 
ters vnto the Dukes of Brunſwicke and Pomeren,who 
I hope, will eycher by chemſclues,ortheir Ambatla. 
dors, appeare towardsthe end of the Dyet. But you 
haus in the meane time'done very wel,that not ſtay- 
ing for them, you hauc begun your Cenſultations 
vpon partofour Propoſitions. In which Conſul- 
taes and Aduices of yours, though ſome hauec wiſe. 
ly heretofore reſolued vs, that our proceedings in 
proſcribing the Palatize, was both legall and ne- 
ceſſary ; yet ſome there are of you wepercciue tobe 
of opinion, that according to our Capirulation 
Royall, wee ought not to haue proceeded fofarre, 
without the knowledge and conſent of the EleQors. 
But as we haue no wayes gone beyond this our Ca. 
pitulation,bur euen betore we ſet out the Bann,pun- 
Qually conſidered of all that was neceſlary to be ta- 
kennotice of; ſo did weealſo dcefire nothing more, 
thenthac a Dyet might bee conuok't, for the duc 
treating and aduiſing vpon this buſineſle : Which 
Mecting being hindred by the continuance &f the 
warres ftill proſecuted by the Palatine, we could do 
ao leſle for the taking —_—_ his courage, then 
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proceed by publiſhing the Bann againſt him, which 
courſe of ours, ſeeing it was neuer entended to bee 
proſecutcd to the preiudice any wayes of the Ele- 
oral Colledge,or againſt our owne Capitulation, 
we hope that the Eletors will not take otherwile, 
ſecing that we promiſe withall, ſo to moderate ir, 
that no detriment or preiudice ſhall reſult thereby 
ynto the dignity EleQorall. 

As for the tranſlation ofthe Ele&orate, and your 
Aduice for the reſtoring of the Palatine, there is (I 
percciue) ſome difference in your opinions. One 
part wiſely and in fauour of vs, affirming the great 
reaſon we haue todoe it, and that wee can doeno- 
thing therein, which is not allowable by the Impe- 
riall Conſtitutions, the Chamber of che Empire, 
and the examples of other Emperors in like caſe. 
But for the other party, which aduiſed his reſtoring, 
we purpoſe not ſo farre toconſene vnto it, as to the 
reſtoring of him to the Eleorall dignity , ſecin 
that in the diſpoſing of ic other-where,we are reſol. 
ued that we ſhall doe no more then wee haue juſt 
reaſon to doe, as wee haue formerly declared in our 
Propoſitions ; nor will we deferre the filling vp of 
theEleQorall Colledge any longer, ſecing that no 
man can be ignorant, how much the diſpatching of 
it may concerne the Common-weale. And as for 
the reſtoring of the perſon of the Palatine, if you 
haue any betrer reaſons to vrge, then you haue yet 
done, in his bchalfe, you ſhall ſee both in re nl of 
his Perſon and his Cauſe (excepting onely pls re- 
ſtoring to the EleQorall dignity) how much our 
minde is inclined towardsclemency, and how farre 
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wee will declare our ſelues, to gratifiethe Kings of 
Great Britaineand Denmarke,the EleQor of Saxony, 
and other EleQors & Princes interceding for him. 

Now as concerning our forbidding of the exer- 
ciſe ofthe Lutheran Religion in the City of Prage, 
we doenot ſee how it any way concernes this Dyer 
to enquire of ; our Letters hauc ſignified the cauſes 
that moued vsto beginne it,vnro the EleQor of S4- 
x0xuy : nor can wee thinke, that what wee haue done 
_ there, any of the neighbour States or Territories 

need be ſuſpitious of,ſecing that we haue ſworn oft- 
ner then once, in the word of an Emperor, that wee 
will moſt religiouſly obſerue the peace both of Reli- 
gion and of civill gouernment throughout the Em- 
pire, nor will we ſuffer any others any wayes to in- 
fringe it. 

Laſtly, as for the grieuances ofthe Tmperiall and 
Hans-townes, wee very well remember as yet the 
ſincere promiſes, aſſurances , and tranſaRions ; as 
alſo of that we agreed vnto at Treaty of Aſchaffen- 
bug. All which we hauc hitherto beene moſt carefull 
to obſerue moſt religiouſly, and fo ftill ſhall be, vn- 
lefſe we finde cauſe to the contrary, that ſo all cauſe 
of complaint may finally bee taken away from the 
Cities. And thus much wee could not but aduertiſe 
this Illuſtrious preſence of Ele&ors and Princes,and 
youthe Ambaſſadors of thoſe thatare abſent,

VVE E hauec ( gracious Lord and Emperor) 
conſulted amongſt vs im our commen 
Councell, vpon your Maiclties Reply, which wee 
ſuppoſe worthy your ſeeing. But paſſing ouer in 
the mcaneto aduiſe vpon your three latter Propeſi- 
tions, we found this to bethe firſt and maine point, 
what (namely) were beſt to be done, that the whole 
Empire ighs with the Emperour enioy a ſolid 
pzacc; vpon which ic was the. aduice of one party 
of vs, that ſecing the proſcribed Mansfield is the man 
who hath ſomuch infeſted the Empire, wee of that 

party aductfe to him, haue thought vpon the wa 
to auert and take him downe; which is, to aduiſe 
Ceſar to employ his Army Reyall againſt him ; by 
the force of which, andthe ayd of the neighbouring 
Princes and States, required by Ceſar,hee may bee 
*driuen out of the bounds of che Empire ;and all his 
ſouldiers which ſhall continue obſtinate, may by a 
publike Edi& of proſcription,and confiſcation, bee 
dererred from Armes ; and the neighbours may be 
forbidden any way toayd him, and commanded to 
pteſecute him, according te the vttermoſt of their 
pewer. VVhich courſe if it bee caken, and all che 
States of the Empire withall, put in mind of their 
dutic to Ceſar, and of thoſe Conſtitutions which 
. may concerne either Religion or Peace ; we doube 
not but that every man may after that, cnioy his 
owne reſt and cranquilitie, | 
Further,

Further, as cencerning that contribution te bee 
imploycd vpon the making good of the confines of 
ch: Empice againſtthe Turke, we wonld willingly 
follow the pious examples of our Anceſters in thar 
kind ; and yetknow wee net how of our ſclues to 
conſent vnto it, vntill the matrer may more fully be 
treated ypon, in the next Dyet, But conlidering 
wichall the miſerable waſte that hath beenc of late 
made in your: Maieſties Provinces, and that your 
Treaſury hath not for ſome yeares beene ſupplied 
by any contribucion raiſee in the Empire, wee can- 
not thinke this requeſt of Ceſars any way vniuſt , 
and muchdeſire that we were able herein to grati- 
fie Ceſar. But ſecing withall how apparent it is, 
what continuall aydes wee haue faithfully lent vnto 
Caeſar, and what charges, far greater then the ordi- 
nary contributions,with the hazard too of our own 
Countries, we haue becne at, forthe recouery of 
Ceſars dignities ; and are now ſtill forced to bee ar, 
for the diucrſion of the imminent warres; and thar 
in the end, ſo particular and ſmall a contribution as 
wee are able to affoorsd, could not much aduance 
that deſigne z we hope that Ceſar will hold vs excu- 
ſed if wee cannot herein affoord him that content 
which we willingly'would. Bur if this Propoſition 
might be made to all the States of the Empire, wee 
deubr not but they would be found very willing and 
ready vnt0 it. | 

As concerning your Maicftics third Prepoſitien, 
of the dangerous reſojution ef the vnited Provinces 
for remouing the ficld ofwarre inte the Empire,and 


their late attempts PITT and licir — 
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ofthe Fortof Papermurt inthe Rhyne, betwixt Boy 
and Cullen , we cannot but commend your fatherly 
care ; norare we ignorant that dijuers conſultations 
haue beene hadabom it,in ſome former Dyets alſo, 
where it was ſtill found that the forces of any one 
State were not able to hinder the Low Country- 
men,nor can we now agree vpon the meancs of do- 
ing it. And as for Papexmmwtz,your Maicſty isto con- 
ſider of ir, as of a piece now taken in by the Arch- 
duchefſc her forces ; and it it were not vpon this 
quite demoliſhed, there would be much danger in 
it, that it would not oncely hinder all commerce 
the Rhyne,bur alfo that the Hollanders would ſome 
where elſe raiſe another to confrout it, which would 
breed great diſcommodities both to the neighbour 
Stares, and to the whole Empire. Our carneft re- 
queſt therefore inthis point is, That your Maic 
would intercede with the Archduchefſe, for the dil- 
mntleing and vtter rafing ofthat Caſtle. 

And thu ts the effett of what was delinered, by the 
Catholtke Eleflors and Princes , what next followes is 
belonging wnto this Anſwer to the Imperial Replica al- 
ſo, but made apart by the Saxiſh and Brandenburghers 
Ambaſſadors, and Lodowicke Landteranc of Darm- 
fat, perſwading rather 10 proceed by the way of peace, 
43 here followes. 

Our voyces and aduices (gracious Lord and C- 
Scebeforein ſay ) which we haue giuen before, concerning the 
De Eres profcribing ofthe Prince Palatine, and the tranſla- 
Propoſitions. tion of the E leQorate,we know to be founded vpon 

the beſt examples, and the immoucable Confti- 
tutions ofthe Empire, and were meant to no other 
end, 
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end, then that concord and confidence being re- 
eſtabliſhed berwixc all the States of che Empire, the 
warres may be laid downe, peace reſtored the whole 
State being aſſured to the Emperor inthe bond of 
Peace, all may bee conuerted tothe confirming of 
Ceſar, the commodity of the States, and the tercor 
of all the Enemies ofthe Empire : And we doe hope 
that Ceſar will ſs interpret vs. 

As for thoſc other points contained inthe Impe- 
riall Propoſitions ; as the dangerous hoſtility vied 
by Mansfield, and the —__ of the States of the 
Low-Countriesin Weſtphalts and other places ſubie&t 
co the EleGor of Culen,we are much vext and grie- 
ucd, to ſee ſuch principall members of the Empire 
ſo much afflicted; and doe confeſſe,that ynlefle that 
wholſome way of Pcace be ſpecdily taken, and that 
flame of war timely quencht by the waters of com- 

fition, there cannothing come of ir, but veter ru- 
inc and combuſtion in the Empire. Tis at Ceſars 
choice to take other mens aduices alſoin this point, 
and wee doubt not bur they will all giue him ſuch 
counſell as may beſt conduce to this ſe. Bur 
for our owne parts, wee hold the way of peace for 
the beſt and ſafcſt, as wee ſhewed in our former ad- 
uice, which wee carneſily wiſh might with all the 
clauſes and particulars in ir, be formerly called to 
mind againe, and rightly and timely apprebended ; 
that all icalouſics might ſo be remoued, and peace 
reſtored : without which, things will neyer ſucceed 
rightly for the ſafery ofthe Empire. Ir cannot be 
thought but what the P. P«latize hath done m_ 
well trouble your Mic:yert we hope Ceſar wilr 
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reſpe peace, ſpare his loyall fabieQs, rake into his 
pirtic rhe millions of miferies which the warres oc- 
caſion,and outefa magnanimitie,worthyof Ceſar, 
adde this to the reſt of his viRories, that he will now 
oucrcome himſelfe, and ſuffer his owne inbred cle- 
. mencie, his love ro the publike good, the ſafetie of 
che Empire, and the generall quier of all men} to 
beare ſome ſway with him, and make by this meancs 
his owne name immortall to all poſterities. 

As forthat reformation already begunne in Bo- 
hemia, whar danger and deſpaire did by reaſon of 
that, ar this preſent hang ouer that kingdome, his 
Highneſſe, the Ele&orof Sax07y, had often intima- 
rd vnto Ceſar, and admoniſht him likewiſe of the 
dangers redounding 'thence vnto the neighbour 
Countries. Wee therefore here once againe moſt 
humbly ſue vnto Cefz7, that He would pleaſe to ſuf- 
fer himſclfe ro bee entreated, and give way tothe 
the moſt waighty reaſons breught to perſwade him, 
and that he would forbeare tharworke of Reforma- 
rion, fer open the Proteftants Churches, and per- 
mit the free exerciſe of Religion, according to the 
Anenſftant Confeſhon ; that hee would pardon the 
fabie@, and vninerſally forgiue and forget, prefer 
mercie before rigour of law, and ſo moſt firmely ob. 
lige the minds of the SubicQ, in loue, duty, and 
denotion vnto him» 

As for the complaints of the free Cities, and 0- 
ters" of the Empire, wee thinke it fir, that Ceſar 
might be certified of their particular grieuances, b 
eo an yn : that ſ6 they might with al 
ſpced be caſed of that burden of maintaining the 
CRE : ſouldiers, 
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ſouldiers,the _—_— of che Citics,fully again 
reſtored vnto the Magiſtrates, all exaRions left off, 

iſes and couenants kepr, treaties ratified, and 
all miſchiefe aucrred , ſeeing that it ſo much con- 
cernesthe weale publike to preſerue theſe Cities in 
the deuotion of Ceſar. | 
What the EleQors of Saxony and Brandenburgh 
choughr in the point of the proſcription, appeared 
by their former aduice vpon ic, Bur ſeeing rhatin an 
after Relation of ir,theſe words were added which 
were not inthe former z which were, That the Em- 
perour might doc it Abſo!mtely and without being pre- 

-ſcribedthe manner. The EleQors could not forbeare 
from oppoling themſelues againſt it; for that it no 
waics agreed with che Capitulation Royall , ſecing 
that thoſe things vnts which Ceſar binds himſelſc 
by that Capitulation, are not /i-ply, abſolntely, and 
without being preſcribed the-manner, in his power: 
nor canthe Elccorall dignitic for this reaſon bee 
preſeruedſafe & entire vnto the perſons. The words 
of theCapitulation are clear: 1» all difficult buſineſſes, 
70 ol ought to be made, without the knowledze & 
coſent of the Elefors. that without ordinary Proceſſe, 
#0 Proſcriptio ſhould go ont againſt any one of the States 
of the Empire, before the cauſe were heard. This is the 
fundamentall Law of the Empire,which requires no 
more, butto be conſtantly obſerued, nor is it to bee 
drawne into further diſpute or deliberation : bur ir 
Rood the EleRors vpon to bee openeyed ro ſee ro 
the obſ{cruation of it; and it concerned the three 

ſecular EleQors eſpecially, whoſe dignitie did by an 

hereditary right deſcend vnto their. poſteritie, ro

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keepe it ſafe and entire, which they hoped that Ce.

As for that which was aduiſed by the Catholike 
EleQtors and Princes, concerning the raſing ef the 
Fort of Papenmsts, we willſay nothing, ſeetug thar 
we haue not beforethis had any relation of the ra- 
king of it : onely wee deſire the Catholike EleQors 
and Princes to perſwade themſelues, that wee no 
way enuy their ſafety. 

As for that contribution, and the reſtraining of

Dignity) which reſolution hath beene created in 
your Maieſty, by the carneſt interceflions and in- 
trefics of ſo many Priaces. (Provided, that hisdue 
fubmiffion and declaration of his obedience be firſt 
manifeſted)that ſo there may be left ſome hope vn- 
tothe Prince of an entire reconciliation. 

And ſecingthar the King of Exglazd hath requi- 
red that there might ſtill be ſomereſpe and confi. 
deration had to his Grandchildren, and that there 
haue beene ſome motions made ofthe pretences of 
the neerekindred of the Prince aforeſaid,in our for- 
mer conſulcations : We moſt humbly beſeech Ce- 
fſarto conſent vnto the reconciliation of the King of 
Enelands Grandchildren ; and that time and place 
may be ſerto- the Princes kinſmen, to purſue their 
ſeuerall pretences, either by the way of a triendly 
comprimiſe,or by courſe of law. 

And if your Maieſty be till reſolute to transferre 
his Ele&orate vpon che Duke of Bavaria, and bee.

And —_ the many vertues, and heroicall 


minde of e of Bawaris, and his care for the 
aduancement of Iuſtice,and ofthe peace of rhe Em-

.will not take ir ill, to be timely admoniithed of the 
whole bufineſſc, and of the dependancies of it. 
Afr this,the Ambaſſadors of the Elecor of S1- 
x#ny ſpake as followeth : How well affeed our 
Lord and Maſter is to peace,appeares by the reſons 
laid downe in our former Advice; which reaſons be- 
ing ſogrounded vpon the Conſtitutions of the Em- 
pire, they Lawes, Cuſtomes, and beſt Examples, 
char they:deſeruc not to be neglected; which if they 
might once take place, wee doe not deubt but they 
would proue very benchiciall. For our {clues we are 
ried ro our infirutions: ſo that it cannot be accoun- 
tcd our fauks if we gee no furtherthen we haue ſaid 
before. For this is the conſtant opinion of our Ele- 
Qor, Thatthe meanes of obtaining the moſt deſired 
Peace, conſiſts nor in the tranſlation of the Elee. 
rate, but in the reſtitution of the Prince Palatine. 
The Ambaſſadors of the Eletor of Brandenburgh

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As for the grievances ofthe Cities, ſeeing th

As for the courle of juſtice,now vtterly oppreſſed 
almoſtin the Emperiali Chamber of Spyers, which 
having beenc the fountaine of to many miſchiefes, 
and confulions,now fo rife inthe Empire, & which 
(valeſſce Tuſtice be timely rclieved ) will no dovbr 
breed more. It is our duties to afh/tonr Emperour

reſolved to rettorc ir, now or atany ocher- time, vn- 
ro the perſon of proſcribed Pal«tine: ) bur will pre- 
ſently inveſtthe [iloltrious Prince the Duke of- Bu- 
varia, with the Eletorall dignity, in reward of his 
many good ſervices done vato Ceſar: as hath bin 

ſufficiently ſhowne in the Imperiall propoſitions. 
Nevertheleſſe, to ſhew withall a hagulee favour 
vato the King of England, and to divers other 
Potentates, EleRors, Princes and States,as likewiſe 
to thoſe princi that are here preſent, who hae 
all interceded e Palatine; his Maieſticis plca- 
ſed roſhew thus much mercy to the children of the 
Palatine and their future ifſuc, and next kin{men in 
their ſeverall pretenfions, as well tothe Eleftorace, 
as to the inheritance of the Palatine ;- that there 
ſhall bea meeting appoynted at ſome convenient 
,as namely, ar Norimberg, Franckford, Aul- 
h,or Vime; where inloue and friendſhip the 
bulineſle ſhall bee crcated vpon;& there decided in 
the nameof his Imperiall Maicſty. And in caſe that 
they cannetend it in louc, they ſhall hauc liberty to. 
enter a fuiceof Law, by the Aſſiſtance of the Elec- 
coral] Cm (whole preheminency his Impcrial 
Maicſtic will alwayesreſpeRand regard:) which 
ſuice, his Maicſtic ſhall further, advance, and ſer for-

by the way of frienaly comprimiſe, or legall proceeding. 
T bat ſo, whenſeever the Electorate ſhall be adiadged wn- 
to the chilaren or kinſmen of the Palſgrane, they ſhal en- 
toy that which ſhall be adindged: and be inveſted there- 
in by his Imperial Maieftic after the death of the Duke of 
Bavaria. And y ſaid Duke of Bavaria hath given his 
conſcnitto all this,and hath promiſed to carry him- 
ſclfe accordingly, and to put in ſufficient ſecurity 
for the ſame, by a Covenantof an Inſtrument Re- 
verſall; as is vſed in ſuchlike caſes, Whereby hee 
hath moſt effeAvally ſhewne how much he is encli- 
n<cdrothe well-farc of his Imperiall Maicſlie, the 
Srates of the ſacred Roman Empire, and to a firme 
peaceand concord. 

And hereunto is his Maieſtie conftant; that al- 
though he would dce nothing that might be con- 
trary to the golden Bull, or his owne Capitulation 
Royall; butis fully perſwaded on the other ſide, 


that the ElcRorſhip is devolved vato him, & _

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hee accordingly may diſpoſe of it: -neverthelefſe 
heeoffers; t Ho the children and kin{- 
men of Beppe to appointa ſet Treatie for it, 
that it may be finally decided;cithcr by leue or law, 
as hath been (ayd heretofore. By which, the pre- 
ſentEleHars, Princes,and Ambafſſadours,may per- 
cciue his Maieſties care for the publique welfarc. 

Moreover, his Maieſlie hath had a ſpecial care 
to ſupply the Ele&orall colledge, and doubts nor, 
but tharwhenrthe Temporal! SeQors(with whom 
he would ladly have communicated himſelfe, it 
hemight Fen enioyed their companies) ſhall bee 
fully informed of all, as his Maicſtic purpoſes to 
lend them word ofir; but that chey will bee very 
well pleaſed wich his Maicſtics milde delaration, 
Shis vnpreiudiciall diſpoſicion; andtharthey wil 
likewiſe confirme the he by their voyces,as the 
Spiricuall Elcftors hauc done : Sceing that the ad- 
vancement ofa good anda flable peace inthe Em- 
pi codieurne them, \no_leſſe then the other, 
To whom, with the Elefors and Princes prefcnr, 
and the Ambadſadors of thoſe vor _ " 
Imperial Maicftic oace againe promilſerh all fricn 
ſhip, Imperial! fagour, and all good offices; *
